The reduction would be only 
“ The first step” in an attempt 


to reduce traffic hazards on the 
13-mile highway. 
Harry Brainerd, commission­ 
er of traffic safety for the state, 
said he would meet with a co­ 
ordinating committee, compos­ 
ed of representatives from state 
agencies affected, within a week 
and render a decision after acci­ 
dent reports by the local chiefs 
are submitted. This, he said, 
would probably take about a 
month. 
“ I will give a report on the 
meeting to the people in a posi­ 


tion to change the speed limit 
and

pronto,” he told the officials at 
the chamber’s offices at Route 
13 and Bath Road.

SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) — 
Authorities disclosed today that 
247 persons died in the earth­ 
quake that devastated a wide 
area of central Chile yesterday. 


National police officially listed 
as dead 214 residents of the 
village of Le Cobre which was 
wiped out by tons of mud and 
water when a dam burst. Else­ 
where, 33 persons were known 
dead, including four each in 
Santiago and Valpariso — Chile’ 
two largest cities. 


Earlier, authorities estimated 
that more than 350 persons had 
been killed in the quake. Some 
communities were still cut off 
and officials said delayed re ­ 
ports from the countryside could 
push the toll even higher. 


A wall of muck formed of the 
nearly liquid waste from a cop­ 
per mill smashed through the 
dam and swept over the more 
than 80 homes in Le Cobre, bury 
ing inhabitants under up to three 
feet of the sticky matter. 


It was the worst earthquake 
disaster in quake-prone Chile 
since May, 1960, when a series
